that, adopting sack an-Act as the 
Forgery. Act, 1918, may be a con- 
venience in the adoption of other 
English statutes, For example, the 
Forgery Act, 1913, repeals part of 
section in the Companies Consolida- 
Ltion Act, 1908, which des!s with s 
question of forgery. If we were 
adopting the Companies Consolidat- 
ion “Act, 1908, it might very well be 
that this particular forgery provision 
which would be necessary in’ our 
Ordinunce, would be overlooked.
